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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The instant claims are indefinite for the following reasons: 

(a) Claims 1,13 and 1 5 lack a period at the end of each claim. 

(b) Claims 4-6 and 10 recite the term "preferably" and claims 18 and 20 recite the 
term "including" in reference to some of the claimed reagents. Said terms render the 
claims indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following said term are 
part of the claimed invention. 

(c) Claim 17 recites a process according to claim 16 "in cui R=H, Ri=OH e 
R2=CH3". It is unclear what is meant by the above-mentioned phrase. It is assumed 
applicant intended " in which R=H, Ri=OH and R2=CH3". Correction is requested. 

(d) Claims 18 and 20 recite compound "Xlla" but do not define or identify said 
compound. 

(e) Claim 19 recites compounds of formulae "Xlla, XlVa and XV". The instant 
claims are not defined or identified by said formulae. 

(f) Claim he term "including" in reference to some of the claimed reagents. Said 
term renders the claims in 
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For these reasons, the skilled artisan in the art at the time of the present 
invention would be unable to determine the metes and bound of the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ring et 
al. (US 5,831,104). 

Ring et al. teaches the production of

6. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over van den 
Broek (US 3,927,046). 

Broek teaches the process for the production of 1 1 ,1 1-alkylidene steroids via 
production of intermediates such as

article, especially col. 10, Example II). Broek teaches the production of ketal group as 
protective oxo group (see col. 5, lines 28-37). It is well known in the chemical art that 
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propane-1,3-diol, ethane-1,2-diol and (2,2-dimethyl)propane-1,3-diol are ketone 
protective groups (reference will be provided upon request). Thus, the utilization of 
propane-1,3-diol with the production of corresponding 17-propylene ketal derivatives:
